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STUDENTS MOBILIZE 


An open forum for the purpose of 
exchanging student-faculty views was 
held Tuesday on the library patio, and 
people got involved. 

The patio was surrounded with people, 
more people than have been gathered 
there all semester at one time. A 
feeling of concern was in the air, and 
the faces of the majority of listeners 
and speakers were both troubled and 
anxious. It appeared as though the 
front of apathy was for a few precious 
moments breaking down amoung the crowd. 

Lee Thomas (vice president of the 
Honor Society), speaking for the United 
Students for Action, explained, "Our 
position is that we don't want to burn 
the system down." He said, "We are 
recruiting faculty members to change 
for the rest of the semester to give 
people the opportunity to get out into 
the community and work to end the war," 

Dr. Ronald Menmuir, when asked to 
allow his students classtime off to 
work in the community, said, "I would 
excuse an A or B student if he ful- 
filled the course requirements." He 
continued, "The problems of the world 
are going to be here for a long, long 
time. You aren't going to be able to 
make the world a heaven overnight. 

You need the academic background for 
this. 

Menmuir was asked about violence. 
"When you step across the line," he 
noted, "to start arson, overturning 
cars, kidnapping men and administra- 
tors," (interrupted by several shout- 
ing students)..."I'm against vic- 
lence," he continued. "If you feel 
that you must do it (violent act) 
O.K., but don't cry when you get hurt 
or people get killed. When you act 
violently, you declare war on the 
culture. If you are not prepared to 
get hurt in a war, don't go to war. 

I will back the causes which you 
serve, but I will not join you when 
you resort to violence." 

Upon being rudely interrupted for 
the third time, Dr. Menmuir stated 
that, “i will defend the culture, ap- 
peal to the law to protect your 
rights to freedom of speech, but you 
don't want to give it to me or anyone 
else." 

Craig Masters, a student who at- 
tended the coordination conference at 
San Jose, represented the Monterey 
Peninsula Committee for Peace. He 
said, "Berkeley has offered to serve 
as the west coast coordination center 
for peace activities, and has offered

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assistance to deal especially with 
Armed Forces Day and the march to 
Fort Ord." He also proposed: to get 
people out into the community to work 
with the labor force. He said, "We 
can shout 'power to the people,' but 
they don't understand. We have to 
tell them--tell them why they are be- 
ing taxed to death." 


Another speaker who came as quite 
a surprise to many students, was Po- 
lice Sergeant Jerry Bumpus of the 
Monterey force. He was asked several 
questions concerning police activi- 
ties and brutality, to which he re-

| Students Restricted From 
Faculty Senate Meeting 


Emotions were showing and tensions 
ran understandably high at the begin- 
ning of Tuesday's meeting of the fac- 
ulty senate. 

Students (about 30) and faculty 
took seats in the library lecture hall 
in anticipation of a discussion on 
grades and grading policy for the re- 
mainder of the semester. 

As the meeting was called to order, 
it appeared more and more likely that 
the students would be asked to leave 
the meeting. They were. All but five 
representatives from the Unite@ Stu- 
aents for Action were requested out of 
the hall. These five were permitted 
to present their views to the group, 
and were given ten minutes to do so. 

The cthers left the hall and stoed 
outside the door to listen. This 
didn't work either. Dr. Ronald Men- 
muir shut the door in the students' 
faces telling them that the meeting 
was orivate. "Don't worry, you'll 
have your meetings some day," he add- 
ed. 

A spokesman for the five students 
ramaining, Lee Thomas (vice president 
of the Honor Society) agreed to relin- 
quish half of his time so that a few 
other students might stay and address 
the group of instructors. 


It might be stated here that there 
were attempts made at meaningful dia- 


logue between some of the faculty mem- 
A few instruc-— 


bers and the students. 
tors showed sincere concern for the 

students views. The majority, how- 

ever, were interested mainly in get~ 
ting the meeting finished. 


Thomas made an appeal to the facul- 


ty members, that they allow students 


to work through the system at protest- 


ing and working for peace, without 
fear of penalty in grading. Thomas 
told the group, "We are trying to re- 
lease from classwork as many bodies 
as we can...to register voters, dis- 
tribute leaflets, canvass from door 
to door and talk to people in the 
community." 


In response to Thomas' appeal to 
avoid scholastic punishment for peo- 
ple who would rather work in the com- 
munity than in the classroom, Dr. 
Richard Robinson, faculty senate 
president, said, "We could not and 
would not make any decision in this 
meeting." 

Before the remainder of students 
were asked to leave, another student, 
John Free addressed the meeting. He 
was for some reason greatly concerned

sponded, "I'm speaking only for my- 
self, Jerry Bumpus, ex-narc. I can't 
speak for anyone else." And on vio- 
lence he said, "I'm not a proponet 
of violence but I prefer peaceful 
dissent. I feel everybody has the 
right to peaceful dissent." He was 
asked what the police have in mind 
for the march on Fort Ord: .. "I-don't 
know what the police have in mind, 
but there are thousands of military 
and military police at Ord, and it 
would be stupid to think that they 
aren't preparing for it." 


Prime Minister Ken Danley told 
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the gathering, "We want to make sure 
that the system is changed. I advo- 
cate nothing."' He also stated that 
the flag should be lowered all week 
for the black people who were killed 
in Georgia. 

Robert O'Brien, philosophy in- 
structor, addressed the group saying, 
"The real issue is that we have got 
to get out of Vietnam now:" "My own 
commitment," he said, "is to support 
the congressional debate, particular- 
ly the Hatfield proposition. You and 
I have to get out there into the com-

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Student Unrest Still Prevails 
After Reagan’s ‘Cooling-Off’ 


The events that have happened on 
campus within the past week have not 
completely died down since the "cool- 
ing-off" period last Thursday and 
Friday ordered by Governor Reagan. 
Students are still very much aware of 
the situation of student dissent. 
They are now discussing, among them- 
selves and with the "over 30" genera- 
tion, the killings of themtour, Ken 
State students, the war in Vietnam 
and the assault on Cambodia. They 
are also writing letters to their 
Congressmen by the hundreds. Such 
activities are the result of the in- 
terest and the involvement of the 
students on this campus toward the 
situations mentioned. 

Student opinion on the activities 
of this past week were varied--sever- 
al comments were made: "...it gota 
lot of people worried, it's pulling 
people out of apathy--and not very 
many people are letting it pass." 
Also, "The student reactions are po- 
larizing the rest of society." 

Remarks against the closing of the 
school were: "...it was really use- 
less--a waste of time. Closing the 
school didn't do any good." "Reagan 
was denying the right of the people 
to get together by closing the col- 
lege campuses." Another student said, 
"It's a good thing--but we are going 
about it all wrong. What we need is 
a good, able leader." 

About the flag incident, one stu- 
dent said, “It was childish. The 
flag shouldn't have to be down. 
They're dead (the four Kent State stu- 
Genes) and) Eimestald Liyang. “Sune; 2 


Most students on campus seem to be 
distressed with the situation. Mike 
Fuhrmann, an MPC student, feels that 
even demonstrations have been proven 
ineffective. "Violence only reaps 
more violence," he remarked. "The 
war, of course, has to be terminated; 
but so far I haven't been able to see 
any dents in our foreign policy by 
anything students have done." Anoth- 
er student, Joy Reed, adds, "I hope 
people's sentiments will carry on ac- 
tively afterwards and not just during 
a peace march." 

Bob Siler was very active during 
last week's protest, and he had a few 
things to say about student apathy, 
too. "I'm pretty disgusted with the 
whole week. Friday at 3:00 we had a 
meeting scheduled at the GI Coffee- 
house to talk things over peaceably, 
and nobody showed up but me. People 
can't seem to get together on any- 
thing. The violence we see among 
some radical students is a product of 
the frustration that they feel. No- 
body wants to get up and help change 
things; many Americans don't even 
bother to take an opinion and support 
it. I'm not condoning violence but 
at least it's been an effective way 
of drawing attention to what's hap- 
pening behind the Federal Mask. I 
sympathize with them, but it's over. 
With the flag still down, at's just a 
show now." 

Another group of students agreed 
that, "...we could accomplish more by 
keeping the school open and forming 
(discussion) groups planning solutions 
to these problems."

How The Flag Will Be Flown 


The question of flying the campus flag at half-mast has repeatedly come up 
during the past several days. Inasmuch as Public Law 829 does not deal with 
this aspect of the display of the American flag, the administration asked an 
ad hoc committee composed of faculty, students and classified staff to meet 
Wednesday, Many 13, 1970, to discuss the problem and to recommend for admini- 
strative guidance an interim polciy to be followed. 


The committee reviewed the recent decision to lower the flag to half-staff for 
two days and concluded that in the extraordinary circumstances, and without an 
understood policy for guidance, the president was entirely right to take such 
action. The flag was lowered not only to mourn the deaths of four Kent State 
students, but also as a symbolic reminder to all to reflect on the irration- 
ality of the violence and positions which are polarizing our country, and to 
urge all of us to seek rational and non-violent solutions to these problems. 
In this respect, the flag was lowered to grieve all Americans of whatever be- 
lief or color who are, have been, or will suffer by acts of irrationality. 


The committee was concerned lest the position of the flag be used to reflect 
and advocate the views of partisan or pressure groups. It therefore recom- 
mends the following policy statement. 


*Brainwashed’’ 


To the editor: 


In making the recommendation, the committee re-affirms the college's tradi- 
tional position that students, faculty, and staff have the freedom to 

peacably assemble, and to observe occasions and events which are of concern 
to them. 


Communists have brainwashed some 
students on campuses, promising im- 
possible utopia like no wars--no mil- 
itary service. How stupid can the 
students be? They forfeit future 
freedom by helping radicals. Mrs.

A group of twelve MPC students, 
mostly members of the Peace Action 
Committee, left for Salinas Wednesday 
morning for the purpose of "tying up" 
the Salinas Selective Service Office. 
The students were scheduled to pick 
up supporters from Hartnell College 
and from there head to the draft 
board. 

In a meeting Tuesday afternoon, 
they decided to put into action a 
resolution by the California Caucus 
Workshop stating, "Be it resolved to 
close all local draft boards, by 
peaceful persuasion, with the wide 
parametes of the rights of all draft 
registered men to begin on Wednesday 
May 13th and continue until the draft 
system has been eliminated." 


A leaflet distributed by the group 
and the United Students for Action 
explains procedures that could 


| About the Flag- 


Following the forum discussion in 
the library patio Tuesday afternoon 
a group of eight students went to 
Dean Jack Bessire to request that the 
MPC flag be kept lowered in honor of 
the six people killed in the Georgia 
riots. 

The riots in Georgia occurred after 
the prison shooting of a black teen- 
ager. 

Student body Prime Minister Ken 
Danley requested that the admini- 

stration send a telegram to Chancellor 
of Junior Colleges Sidney Brossman 
asking that all JC's in the state 
lower their flags. 

Bessire said that he did not have 
the authority to lower the MPC flag 
because Dr. Jack Blakemore was acting 
president of the college. He did say 
that Chancellor Brossman has been 
flooded with requests from various 
JC's asking to have their flags lower- 
ed for one reason or another. Conse- 
quently Brossman has left it up to 
the numberous college presidents as a 
local matter.

The idea is to 
educate the soldiers on Armed Forces 
Day; but "before we can do that," 
someone mentioned, "we have to edu- 
cate ourselves." People are urged to 
attend the planned forum today. 

Another proposal was that people 
at every door step in Monterey County 
be approached with petitions to stop 
the war. This was in response to the 
challenge of Dr. Barlow to get some- 
thing rolling. 

Also proposed was that the draft 
board in Salinas be shut down, and 
methods of operation were discussed. 
A draft card was burned as the gath- 
ering dispersed.

don't believe the four students from 
Kent State died in vain." Asked what 


he felt should be done to get through. 


to people, he said students should 
"get down into the community. Rap to 
the people, the merchants sensibly. 
Get their opinions and air yours with 
them. The only way you can get 
through to "Middleclass America" is 
to get right into it and explain your 
viewpoints." 

Dr. John Blakemore, Dean of In- 
struction, said in response to the 
four-day weekend, "It gave the stu- 
dents a chance to reflect on the sit- 
uation, although many did not reflect 
very much. The students must be con- 
cerned about our problems--they must 
encourage the government to bring an 
end to the war." 


When asked about the flag inci- 
dent, Dr. Blakemore informs us, "In- 
formation from the Attorney General 
was unclear and as a result there was 
a misinterpretation of what was said. 
The decision was left up to us. We 
were indifferent toward the Kent 
State incident, but we felt lowering 
the flag was the thing we should do. 
Dr. Blakemore says he learned early 
in the game that "you can't satisfy 
everybody. He feels that the Admin- 
istration could sense the urgency as 
well as the temper of the students 
ahead of time and did something about 
it before any violence could erupt. 

He feels that the march was effec- 
tive up to the end where there were 
some rocks thrown, which he says "de- 
tracted from the primary intent of 
the march; that is, protesting in a 
responsible, non-violent way." Fi- 
nally, he feeis that the community is 
at enmity with college students. 

"The problem is that riots against 
the governor, the Vice-president and 
the President gets the older "over- 
30" generation to act out of spite 
against the young ("bums") by re- 
electing those officials." "Now," 
Dr. Blakemore said, "I see evidence 
in writings and on TV that the real 
rebellious people aren't containing

the situation; the people who are 
gaining control are the peace advo- 
cates, through letter-writing."

A cursory inquiry of a 
small segment of the student body in- 
dicated a complete lack of interest 
in Parliament activities. 

John Bohannon, a member of the 
present Parliament, made this comment 
which may sum up the feelings of 
others: "I don't feel I really rep- 
resent the student body, considering 
the small number that actually voted.” 

From this reporter's observation, 
it would appear that members of BSU 
are the only group on the campus that 
have any real cohesion - they seem to 
know each other and seem to have a 
unity of purpose.

A Four-year College?-- 
Please Not Again

Rumors have persisted on our cam- 
pus for the past two years that the 
college was going to become a four- 
year institution at which students 
could get bachelor's degrees. 


tLe US not true: according to Dr. 
Jack Bessire, dean of student person- 
nel. Dr. Bessire said no plans for 
changing MPC's Junior College status 
have been made either here or at the 
state level. "It's impossible under 
present state law for us to initiate 
such a change," Dr. Bessire empha- 
sized. 

On being queried on the subject, 
Rod Holmgren, head of the journalism 
department and an authority of the 
subject, gave the following clarifi- 
cation: "The funding provisions for 
junior colleges are the same as those 
for secondary schools (high schools), 
which are supported by both local tax- 
payers and the state. Four-year col- 
leges are funded only by the state. 
This means that the whole legal basis 
for funding MPC would have to be 
changed and there is no prospect of 
this change. No bill has been intro- 
duced in the state legislature to 
change the law." 

There are no long-range plans in 
the making to effect the change of 
the present law. 

In view of the above, the rumor is 
without substance or fact.
